SIR E. H. ALDERSON DIES IN |

(Lieut -General Sir Edwin Hervey | 
Alderson, K.C.B., commander of the 
First Canadian Division in the war, 
and subsequently the Canadian Army 
Corps ,ded at Lowestoft, England on 
Dec. 14th, in his 69th year. 

Sir Edwin Alderson had a distin- 
guished career. He was the eldest 
son, and was born April 8, 1859. He 
entered the Royal West Kent Regi- 
ment in 1878, and gained promotion 
from Captain in 886 to Lieutenant- 
General in 1914. Throughout his 
long military career he served faith- 
fully and well, and in the course of 
h's life he received numerous official 
recognitions of his service. 

He was  Brigadier-General com- 
manding the 22nd Infantry Brigade. 
Alderhsot, 1903-7; commanded the 4th 
(Poona) Divis’on in the army in Ii- 
lia, 1908-12; served in the first Boer
